from the other. If. for example, the 
engine continues to run. and fires 
regularly, then the switch is defec­ 
tive. But lf the running is irregular 
then it Is due to prelgnitlon, hot 
particles of carbon, or even the 
overheated engine parts themselves, 
firing the mixture.

900 Interned Men 
Freed; Given Jobs 


Philadelphia, Oct. 2 (AP)—Nine 
hundred Italian merchant seamen 
interned when the United 
States 
seized their ships in American ports 
March 30, 1941, have been paroled 
and given jobs in this country it has 
been announced by Earl G Harrison, 
Commissioner of Immigration and 
Naturalization, Department of Jus­ 
tice. 
Four hundred others, interned at 
the same time, are still in custody, 
Harrison said, "but consideration is 
being given to returning some of 
these seamen to Italian ships now 
operating under the American flag.” 
Harrison said most of the men 
have been working in Montana and 
Idaho having volunteered for 
the 
United States Forest Service while 
others have been taken by the rail­ 
roads and farms. 
Their pay is kept in escrow after 
deductions to pay#the American in­ 
come tax, he said.
